Snow  a c o um  ula  t i c,t.  in  Upper  Yukon  Baa  in  is  slightly  lose  than  last  years 
however s since  this  is  only  the  second  year  of  record,  this  statement 
has  little  s ignifioanoe,  The  survey  party  had  difficulty  in  getting  to 
some  of  the  courses  due  to  melting  which  had  occurred  on  all  courses 
except  Arctic  Village  and  Chandalar  Lake 0 

Snow  cover  in  the  Tanana  and  Chena  Drainage  was  well  below  the  four  year 
average  for  all  courses  except  Munson  Ridge o Five  of  these  courses  were 
bare  of  snow* 

The  Matanuska-Susitna  courses  were  so  spotty  in  snow  oover  they  were  not 
measured  on  May  1,  1965.  Many  of  the  courses  had  no  snow  oover.  This 
same  condition  prevailed  in  the  Cupper  River  Drainage a 

In  the  SnettishQ.m  watershed,  three  of  the  four  snow  courses  had  less 
snow  than  last  month,  but  two  of  these  had  greater  water  content  than 
in  April*  The  fourth,  at  Crater  laice,  had  a increase  in  snow 

depth  over  April  and  a 17-in.cn  increase  in  water  content ,
